McKinley arrived tliis morning and de- 
livered a speech to tlie stutc league Re- 
publican clubs lit the exposition build- 
ing.

paign for the presidency. 


The meeting wus presided over by 


Governor Nelson, who without forniiil- 
ity introduced Governor McKinley. As 
he rose to speak he was enthusiastically 
greeted by 8000 people, representing 
every Itepublican organization of the 
state, ile spoke from manuscript for 
an hour and a half. Speaking of the

namely: 
A protective tariff, recip- 


rocity, use of both gold and 
silver, 


honest elections, extension ot foreign 
commerce, restoration of our merchant 
marine, creation of tho navy, mainte- 
nance of more friendly relations with 
foreign powers, and affirmation of the 
Monroe doctrine, paying that, like all 
Republican doctrines, they are un- 
changeable. He maintained that the vic- 
tory of the Democrats was 
brought 


about by profuse and glitterinK prom- 
ises, and that it now stands demoral- 
ized on the field of performance. Gov-

country, no interest gaining by it. In 
closing the governor said a general elec- 
tion was never before so much desired 
HB now and never BO much needed.

power, has been completely exploded by 
one year's trial of the .Democratic party.

The evidence of Seaward and Daly of 
hat occurred in the Monarch saloon 


vas controverted by a number of wit- 
lesscs, and other evidence was offered. 
Vhile not :i day of sensations, it was 
ane of Btendy work and much progress 
vus made in the trial. 


MUKN'I.NXI SESSION*. 


The cross-examination of John Henry 


vas continued by Mr. Johnson at tho 
opening of the court, the low tone in 
vhich the witness answered making the 


rumination slow and tedious. 
Witness is 22 years of age.

vent in a buggy; be got back before 8

.he mail, A team was waiting when he 
;ot back to take a plumber to town, 
icath was utdnding in front and the 
cam started up. Heath tried to Stop 
hem by running the Hues around an 
imbrclla tree ami got his hand hurt.

Tho persons on the ranch then were

Joseph Tujtiuri Iheii tusUlluil that be 


had been porter fur the Monarch saloon 
for about two and onu-half years at the 
timu of thu murder. 
His business was 


to go on watch at 4 o'clock A. M., lo dose 
up the ealoon and attend to the business 
until 7 o'clock in the morning. He 
knew Seaward, Sjujaee, ami Daly; also 
knew Heath by sight but not by name 
at the time of McWhirtor's death. 


On the morning of August 2i), Itiy2, he 


unlocked tho saloon at 4 o'clock and at 
once locked it again and went to the 
toilet in the rear. 
There was no one in 


the saloon at that time. While- in the 
toilet he hoard a noise in the storeroom. 
Ho investigated the matter ami found 
some turkies. 
_|He then unlocked the saloon again, 
nnd in two or three minutes, Packard, 
tlm soda water man, came in, and sooti 
after Mr. Burton came in and took a 
drink. Witness was there from 4 until 
7 o'clock; neither Heath nor Policy 
came in during that time. Seaward wns 
not there; did not see him until about 
10 o'clock; 
when witness went to 


breakfast, the proprietor, John Drager, 
took his place in the saloon. He saw 
S; eiso about (t o'clock. 


In answer to tho court, he said that 


after hu opened the saloon no parties 
came into the back room and sab down. 


The witness was then asked if Sea- 


ward had not approached him with an 
offer of money to gut him to corroborate 
the testimony of himself, Speaeo and 
Daly bufore the grand jury, and uomu 
legal sparring over the form of the 
ijuestions and admissibility of the testi- 
mony followed. Tho court permitted 
the witness to relate what occurred in 
his own way, and hu testified as fol- 
lows : 


Mr. Seaward, he came to me and ho 


told me, says 'Jo, here is a chance for 
you to make a little monev if you want 
to.' He Bays, '1 saw Mr. ktilwelland ho 
give me $5000 if I find Heath guilty ot

witness stated that hod id not remember 
what year MuWhirter was killud; he 
thought it was lust year in September. 
Hu knuvv Huath by seeing him in the 
saloon buforu that, but diu not know his 
name. He &iw him thure oncuwith un- 
pthur man about 0 o'clock in thu morti- 


Hc testified before the gram! jury: did 


not nay anything about whul Scawanl 
had said to him; did not tell any ono 
until, during thu hist trial, hu told Keel 
Terry about it. 


Heath was in the saloon early in the 


morning with another man at thu time 
another man was killed, whose nanio ho 
thinks was Luc. That WUB either about 
it month buforu or after McWhirtcr'a 
death. 
A third man came in after 


Heath and his friend on that occasion 
nnd had a drink separately from them. 
He had a long bundle under his arm 
about thu HV/.G of a club done ii]> in cloth. 
He had had a conversation with John 
Dragorlabout this matter, and said that 
was when hue was killed ami not at the 
time McWhirter was murdered, and that 
his testimony before the grand jury was 
to tho same effect.

Uecogimod Seaward in thu 
buggy, there wuru two others, this was 
about 3:30 in the morning. (This con- 
Irovurts Seaward and Duly, who say 
they eume from Inward .! slreel.) 


Two of thu men got out and onu said, 


ns they helped the third man out, "(.iet 
out you 
," and hi: was half 


dragged out, and full to his knees when 
lie struck the sidewa'lk. Hu heard the 
noise of fowls us they went into the sa- 
loon. He was thure 15 or 20 minutus 
and saw no more of them, lluath did 
not go in tho saloon, nor any one t-lse 
while he was watching thu saloon. 


Litter in tint forenoon he went to the 


saloon to sio Seaward; he was not in, 
and ho left word for him to call at the 
sheriff's ollict!. Seaward came laler 
Die day, when wihii-SH told him hi; had 
seen them come in with tlie turkies. etc. 
Seaward stated that he saw no onu 
the vicinity of McWhirter'a when he 
came in. The next day he came to bin 
nnd asked witness if there was anything 
in it for him (Heawani) if he furnished 
evidoncu. Witness told him of the ru- 
ward.

AN OLD EDITOR. 


W. D. Bickham of the 
Dayton 


Journal Dead. 


Mra. J. 0. DeucI of tins city lias re- 


ceived a telegram from her nephew, C. 
G. Bickhum, of Dayton, Ohio, stating 
that his father died suddenly at 
3 


o'clock i'. M., March 27,1894. 


The deceased was ono of the oldest 


editors in the United States, having oc- 
cupied the editorial chair for more than 
forty years, with great ability and an 
unusual degree of courtesy and fairness 
to liis opi-unontt). Tim (tail), of W. D. 
Bickham will bo regretted by the whole 
editorial 
fraternity 
throughout 
the 


United States. He was always regarded 
as the soul of honor, and his statements 
as absolute verity. He served with dis- 
tinction in the Union army, and was 
made a major for gallantry on the 
battlefield at Chicamaiiga. 


In IS03, or in the early part of 1SB4, 


Major Bickham purchased 
the 
old 


Dayton Journal, or rather what was left 
of it after it had been looted by the sup- 
porters of Mr. Val land ing ham. Under 
the management of its owner and edi- 
tor, W. D. Bicklmm, tho Dayton Journal 
became the loading Itepublican news- 
paper in its congressional district. 


Deceased 
left, a wife to mourn his 


death, and four sons, who are all well 
educated and excellent writcro.' Three 
of them will continue to edit and con- 
duct the Dayton Journal.
